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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/14/2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's remark on (page 2), that claims 1, and 7 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. 

In the specification described "five different retrieval modes available for 
selection, i.e. , a Japanese 50-kana sequence. . .the user selects one of these 
five different retrieval method by operating the operational unit 6. The claim 
invention was stated "said predetermined sequence determined by a user of 
said portable telephone set" that was unclearly based on the specification. 
The correction should be change in appropriated. 
Applicant's remarks: Hwang does not teach or suggest "a predetermined 
sequence determined by a user of the portable telephone set". 
Examiner's response: Hwang discloses specifically a feature of a 
predetermined sequence by the portable telephones inputs message (See 
detail in col. 2, lines (1 1-67).
